SOCIAL SECURITY INCREASES 


During 1972 Congress passed and President Nixon signed legis- 
lation which increases the deduction you will pay in 1973 for Social 
Security purposes. 


In 1973 Social Security deductions will be taken out of gross 
earnings up to $10,800 instead of $9,000 top. ane)9/ Zoe here 
also a change in the rate of deduction. [thas gone up sito 
percent to 5.85 percent. 


The result is that you will be paying more Social Security@te: 
a longer period in 1973. In 1972 the maximum deduction was $468.00. 
in 1972 1 to waie bess oslo 80: 


The amount deducted each year is matched with an equal amount 
from the Hospital. The combined sum is credited to the Social Se- 
curity and Medicare Trust Funds. 

These funds provide survivor's insurance and retirement bene= 
fits for you and your family, and medical care for individuals 65 
and over. 


The first deduction for Social Security will be taken outwas 
the paycheck received January 11, 1973.
